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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments, see pp. 2-5, filed 10/26/2009, with respect to all pending 
rejections under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) have been fully considered and are persuasive. 
Accordingly, those rejections have been withdrawn. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claims 1-1 1 ,13-23,26-44,46,47,49-57,59-78,80,81 ,83-90,93-1 12,1 14-125 and 
127-140 (all pending claims) are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

4. Applicant's amendments have left numerous limitations in various claims lacking 
antecedent basis. It appears that Applicant may have intended for many of the 
dependent claims to depend from previously added claims 137-140. However, Applicant 
has failed to amend these claims, despite receiving notice of these deficiencies in the 
Office action of 6/24/2009 (§3-5).
